Southeast Missouri editors in ses­ 
sion Friday at Greenville and Pied-1 
mont decided to hold their next annu -1 
al association meeting in Doniphan 
some time in June, 1931.

The invocation was delivered 
by 
Rev. George A. MacFarland, opening 
the morning session of the conven­ 
tion and officially declaring the thir­

chronlogical order the 
happenings 
of 
the 
community 
and 
preserves 
them in a manner th at is unequal­ 
led by any other instrument. 
At ai! 
times the country newspaper is our 
friends for it invariably suppresses 
many 
truths 
concerning 
us 
that 
w\ uld otherwise be, to say the least, 
very embarrassing, 
-At this point I might as^ “what is 
the purpose or function of a newspa­ 
per” ? and receiving answers to this 
question one would expect 
to 
find 
(»pinions a.s widely different as are 
the differences in the ideas of 
the 
persons who gave the answers, yet 
all no doubt would 
agree 
that 
a 
newspaper exists in order to 
mold 
public opinion and to make 
money 
for its stockholders, and a new'spa- 
per need not expect to mold opinions 
or t(t make money unless it gives 
a 
true account of the news and 
has » 
criculation large enough to attract 
sufficient advertising. 
I und i stand 
perfectly that it is not always pos­ 
sible to get a true story of each and 
every happening, yet, “If thou hast 
not sufficient eidence to prove 
it, 
thou art 
guilty of 
lying and slan­ 
dering.” 
Then the (luestion 
arises 
as 
to 
“What is New's” ? 
I would .say that 
news certainly is not the regular ev­ 
ery day happenings of any 
certain 
liK’ality, but it is the unusual, the un­ 
natural, the horrible, that appeals to 
the reading public. 
Then the manner in which an 
a r­ 
ticle is written has much to do with 
its new's value. 
I read in a South­ 
east 
Missouri 
new'spaper 
recently 
this item: 
“John Smith died 
last 
week”. 
The only interesting 
thing 
about that article that I could see 
was its brevity. 
Brevity is a won­ 
derful thing. 
Most of us talk 
too 
much, but in the above item briefness 
is carried to 
the 
extreme. 
In my 
opinion to have .said nothing at 
all 
would have been 
the 
best 
policy. 
Then an article that is too long loses 
its interest and the paper suffers t» 
that extent in its appeal to a critical 
¿niblic. 
The manner in relating an 
incident or in the use of proper nam­ 
es of individuals carries much weight 
with the subscribers of a paper. 
I 
call to mind an article that appeared 
in one of our local papers 
only 
a 
few weeks ago. 
This article 
dealt 
with the death of a noted citizen 
ot 
the county. 
The headline was like 
this—“Jonathan 
Thompson 
Jones” 
passes away. 
Now the peculiar part 
of this article is that probably 
not 
over 20 people in 
Wayne 
County 
knew “I’ncle Bill” by the name 
of 
.Jonathan Thompson, and at no place 
in the body of the article did the edi­ 
tor once call him by the only name 
by which everybody knew him, which 
was “Uncle Bill”. 
Unless the word 
has passed around to his friends by 
word of mouth, no doubt there 
are 
many who yet do not know of this 
man’s death, although a lengthy ac­ 
count appeared in the paper, 
I have in mind a newspajier pub­ 
lished in Southeast Missouri that has 
a notorious reputation for its jum ­ 
bled list of proper names 
of 
those 
who have been visitors to its 
own 
city. 
To me it would be better 
to 
omit a name than to have the initials 
I '.vrong 01 to jumble the family name, 
for of what value is it to anyone in 
that condition?

The editorial page cf a iiewspapei 
can be made to work much profit to 
the paper and to the community 
or 
it can be made such as 
to 
destory 
both. 
In this connection I feel that 
the editor who cannot rule his tongue 
has little wisdom, for “ He that can

Mr. Van Horn is a graduate 
of Ifiirdue University, having speci­

He stated Saturday that he ’ame 
to Bernie from .Arkansas last Ja n u ­ 
ary. and that he intended t<' operat»* 
one hatchery in Sikeston 
and nine 
others in localities in this district. 
‘AVe have a 
22,000-egg 
capacity 
hatchery in Bernie”, said 
Mr. Van 
Horn, “the best that money can buy, 
and the very latest in .scientific con­ 
struction” . 
Mr. Van Horn said he wuuld 
be 
glad to put in a hatchery in Sikeston 
if the people here would donate $'lOo 
on the part of expenses of getting it 
ready. 
He expects to have hatcher­ 
ies in ten towns by the end of 
the 
year. 
It is claimed that the 
Hernie 
plant draws trade from a sixty mib' 
radius, much of which would never 
come to Bernie if they did not hav(‘ 
the hatchery there. 
Van Horn state« 
the hatchery 
would 
give 
employ­ 
ment to at least three men perman­ 
ently, and would bring thousands of

Mr. Naeter pointed out the exi.sting 
inecjualities of the tax burden in the 
State, stres.sing the fact th at every­ 
one is overtaxed, and yet the State 
institutions are operating on curtail­ 
ed appropriations. 
The stated con­ 
dition. stated the speaker, is due to 
the fact that 8G per 
cent 
of 
the 
wealth of the State is now tied 
up 
in stocks, bonds and actual c a s h - u n ­ 
der the present system largely 
un­ 
taxed. 
Nearly 90 per 
cent of 
the 
revenue is derived from a relatively 
small proportion of taxable 
wealth 
such as property, houses, 
lots 
and 
farm lands. 
The only solution, and one which 
would gradually lowm- 
the 
burden 
propeity taxes, lies in a direct 
in­ 
come tax plan recommended by 
the 
survey group- 
Under such a 
plan 
the tax burden would be redistribut­ 
ed equitably, and none would suffer. 
Wealth, in other words, 
would 
be 
called upon to assume its legitimate 
share of the tax burden. 
The Association endorsed the re­ 
port as favoring the adoption of the 
State Survey i.'ommission plan.

Morgan is said to 
have then gone into the hou.se, 
ob­ 
tained a gun, returned and

fire on Crain. 
“Tuffy’s passing has brought sad- 
nes and dee|) regret to a !ar«ge num­ 
ber of friend.s and a«imir«*rs he made 
during his athletic career as a f.oot- 
ball and baseball player in Southern 
Illinois and Southeast Missouri. 
It was a s a football player 
that 
Crain enjoye«! hi.s great«*.st 
athletic 
succes.s. 
He was one of the 
most 
marvelous 
openfield 
runners 
ever 
seen on a gridiron here.

perts were always unanimous in the

see 
th a t the flu 
is even and solid. 
Many flu es have not been exam in­ 
ed for years and 
the 
ho me-o wner 
m ay be ru nning a co nstant risk 
of 
fire. 
When m o dernizing one of the 
first things to do is have the chim ­ 
ney examined by a co mp etent man. 
Many chim neys in old hou ses have 
no fire-lining. 
Their walls are bu ilt 
of one thickness of brick and 
the 
inside of the flu e has been p lastered 
with m o rtar. 
Chimneys of this typ e 
are tight fo r a few months, bu t the 
c instant heat o f the flu e tends to dry

Keep ing a Ju m p Ahead of the 
Skillet 
E 
ARLY settlers in the Central West 
knew th a t certain Indian tribes 
living iu the general neighborhood of 
Lakes Hu ron and Su p erior and u p p er 
Lu ke Michigan were cannibals. They 
ate the bodies of the men they killed 
in battle as a sort of rite. 
They be- 
lie\ed that to do so gave them great 
strength and cou rage. 
Alexander Henry, an English trader, 
w as cap tu red in Ju ne, 1703, at MlchlU- 
mackiuac and sp ent nearly a year ju st 
a J ump ahead of the skillet. 
In his 
la ter life he set his adventu res down 
on p ap er. 
I ran across them the other 
day. 
If he wro te the tru th, he had a 
tim e of It. 
When the English fort in the straits 
was cap tu red by the Chip p ewas and 
Sacs, by a ru se Henry took refu ge in 
a French tra d e r’s attic. 
The Indians 
w ere friendly to the French. 
Thro u gh 
a crack In the roof he saw the Indians 
“dressing o u t” 
and qu artering 
the 
bodies of his friends. 
They carried 
aw ay the “m eat.’’ 
In checking over the Englishmen 
they had killed and cap tu red, the In­ 
d ians missed Henry. 
They started 
a 
search. 
Finally, fearfu l of the safety 
o f Ills own family, the Frenchman 
gave Henry u p . 
Tlie Indians in glee 
p u t film in h cano e with their other 
p riso ners and started u p the lake. 
While p o rtaging across a p oint ot 
land 
at L’Arbre 
Crochet abou t 20 
miles west o f Mackinac Island, the 
Chip p ewas were stop p ed by a village 
o f Ottawa» . These took charge of the 
p risoners, 
saying 
that 
they 
were 
friends of the English. One of the Ot 
taw as told H e nry: 
“ These Chippewas were taking you 
down to the 
liles du Castor (Beaver 
Island), to cook and eat you.” 
All that night the Ottawas and Chip 
pewa s sat In council. The next morn­ 
ing the Ottawas announced that they 
would also go to wrar against the Eng­ 
lish and gave llenry hack to the Chip­ 
pewas. 
Once more they began to get 
their pots and kettles ready. 
But suddenly Wawatam, a Chippe­ 
wa chief who had been a friend of 
Henry, appeared. 
He made a speech 
to the Indians telling them that the 
year before he had adopted Henry Into 
his family and that he was a brother. 
“ You wou ld not eat my brother," he 
said. 
Finally they agreed to that and went 
ahead with their repast—other Eng­ 
lishmen. 
Wawatam, 
his 
brother. 


Henry records, 
a 
little later caiu *- 
liome to his tent with h wooden howl 
filled with sou p . 
As he stirred it with 
a wooden sp oon a hu man hand tloated 
arou nd in it. 
For the next several months, accord­ 
ing to Henry, he lived with Wawatam 
in never-ending f**ar of being killed 
and eaten. 
His secu rity was at 
n< 
time su re. 
The Indians, always inhu 
¡cai, discu ssed him regu larly in term« 
of broth. 
Now and then they wou ld get whisky 
and when they did, Wawatam wou ld 
hide him ou t. 
On« -** he took him to a 
<ave at night. 
When he awoke the 
next morning Henry fou nd that he had 
slep t all night on a p ile of hu man 
bones. 
He had W’ondered at the hard­ 
ness of his bed. 
Finally Wawatam said he cou ld not 
p rotect him longer. 
Bu t he arranged 
to have a Chip p ewa squ aw, wife of 
a French trader named Cadotte, tnke 
him to her hu sband’s p ost at Sau lt Ste 
Marie. 
<>n the way a fleet of twenty 
hostile canoes su rrou nded them and 
demanded “the Englishman.’’ 
Henry 
p retended he cou ld not u nderstand the 
demand, made 
in 
English, and 1li* 
squ aw said he was not an Englishman 
They got away with it—temp orarily. 
A few days later a war p arty came 
to Cado tte’s and was demanding his 
su rrender when two canoes ap p eared 
u p the lake. 
They carried cou riers 
These hore word that the war was 
over. 
The English had arrived at 
Niagara with a mighty army. 
In this 
army were soldiers as nu merou s “as 
leaves on the trees," the cou riers said. 
So once more, in the nick of time. 
Henry’s lit-* was saved. 
The cou riers 
brou ght notice that the Indians mu st 
send a p arty at once to Niagara to 
treat with Sir William Johnson, the 
English commander, and make p eace 
or they wou ld all he destroyed. 
Henry went with the party, now 
su p p osed to he his friends. 
But on 
the way a su dden storm came up. The 
waves 
ran high 
and 
threatened to 
swamp the canoes. 
Finally, to placate 
the god of the storm, a chief threw 
his favorite dog into the lake and It 
was drowned. 
The storm continued 
and another dog was sacrificed, hut 
without result. 
Then an Indian, look 
Ing at Henry, remarked: 
“ Perhaps If we sacrificed the Eng­ 
lishman our god would be appeased 
and the storm would subside." 
Others agreed with him, but before 
the final decision was made the wind 
dropped, the lake calmed, and be was 
not thrown Into the water. 
A few 
days later he arrived at Niagara and 
found safety with friends.

While many home owners 
change 
the lines of their dwellings p rim arily 
with the idea of m aking its ap p e ar­ 
ance in keep ing with the arch itectu r­ 
al p ractice of today, o thers have 
a 
strictly u tilitarian motive 
in 
mind 
when they call in the co ntracto r. 
Yet o ften these changes add 
im ­ 
m easu rably to the general 
ap p e ar­ 
ance of the hou se. 
The illu stratio n on this p age show 
views o f a hou se w'here definite al­ 
teratio ns were made. 
Below is the 
hou se as the co ntracto rs arrived 
on 
the scene. 
To the right is the sam e 
residence when the remodeling was 
comp leted. 


Little Changes 


A close examintio n of those before 
and afte r views show that m any of 
the exterio r lines of the hou se 
r e ­ 
main the same. 
No changes 
have 
been made in the fro nt p orch o r 
in 
the left wing of the hou se. 
The ro o f has been raised so 
that 
the ridge is now level with the ridge 
ru nning p erp endicu lar to it. 
This 
change in the heighth 
of the 
roof 
necessitates sifting the ridge slight­ 
ly fro the right so that the eaves 
at 
the right now extend to 
the 
righ t 
elevation of the bu ilding. 
A bay of three windows with slid­ 
ing sash has been p laced in the fro nt 
gable. 
1 he slop e of the right p lane 
of the ro o f is now broken by a d o rm ­ 
er with o u tswinging casements. 


Below a side entry with 
a 
w'ell- 
lighted vestibu le may be noted in the 
view to the left. 
The ro o f lines have 
been extended to form 
a p ro tectio n 
o ver this side-p orch and vestibu le. 
A new cement walk extends fro m 
the p u blic sidewalk alo ng the ga r ­ 
age drive to the new entrance. 


Finishing Touches 


Du ring the Su mmer mo nths 
th** 
hou se as comp leted is 
decked 
with 
awnings on its su nny side. 
The o wner also has set o u t sh ru b ­ 
bery and flowers. 
These add co nsid­ 
erably to the exterio r ap p earance of 
a home and mo dernizatio n is never 
comp leted u ntil a certain am o u nt 
of 
landscap ing has been done. 


Interior Changes Necessary 


You can imagine the changes that 
have occu rred on the inside of th i- 
hou se.

terned after tlie modern automobile 
engine, according to the De 
Laval 
Bureau of Dairying. 
Extremely .« tu­ 
ple In construction, the engine 
is abou t 
as fool-proof as a piece of median -m 
can be, and capable of being run by 
anyone wlthoat the slightest 
mechan­ 
ical knowledge. 
An efficient magneto 
delivers a hot fiumlng spark 
at all 
speeds, a carburetor of novel design 
makes for starting ease in any weath­ 
er, and an automatic governor con­ 
trol makes attention or 
manip u lation 
on the part of the operator 
almost u n­ 
necessary. 
Water Heater Is Built In. 
But the unique feature of this en­ 
gine. and one sure to be appreciated 
by the man who uses the milking ma­ 
chine, is the water heuter bu ilt right 
Into the engine. 
This consists of a 
four and a half-gallon tank 
which ‘s

Cover crops and terraces will help 
hold a lot of soil 
in 
Scott 
County 
which washes away each year, state- 
ed A. J. Renner, County Atfent. 
Probably the m ost important fac­ 
tor of an erosion control projrram is 
the establishing- of a good cropping 
system says M. F. Miller, chairm an 
of the departm ent of soils of the Mis­ 
souri College <»f Agriculture. E xper­ 
iments at the Missouri 
Experiment 
Station have shown that a cropping 
system consisting of corn one ¿ear, 
small grain one year, and clover one 
year reduces the erosion to approxi­ 
mately one-seventh that 
occurring 
where corn is grown continuously. It 
is the cultivated crops and the per­ 
iods during the year when 
iand 
is 
bare that are responsible for most 
of the washing. 
If the land is kept 
in small grain, and especially clovers 
and grass, the erosion is greatly re­ 
duced. 
N aturally the am ount of 
erosion 
which takes place is influenced 
by 
the slope. 
The g reater the slope, the 
greater the erosion. This means that 
with an 
increase 
in 
slope 
there 
should be more sod 
crops 
and 
lass 
cultivated 
crops 
provided. 
Lands 
which are only slightly rolling may 
have one-half the land in corn, pro­ 
vided sufficient clover is included and 
sufficient crops fad on the land. 
On 
the steeper slopes the corn acreage 
must be reduced to one-third, 
one- 
fourth, one-fifth, or even on the very 
steep slopes corn m ust be eliminated 
entirely and the land kept in grass. 
Fortunately, 
cropping 
systems 
which include clover and grass are 
of value for 
m any 
other 
reasons 
than for erosion control. 
The fa rm ­ 
er who is doing a good ,iob of farm ­ 
ing will have enough clover and sod 
crops in his rotation to provide plen­ 
ty of protein feed and supply a good 
am ount of nitrogen to his soil.

F o u r miles south of Ste. Genevieve 
was the site of the first 
settlem ent 
which bore this name. 
It was in Big 
Common Field. 
Here 
from

1735 to 1785 French settlers under 
the leadership of Francois Valle cul­ 
tivated about 4000 acres 
of 
fertile 
bottom land, storing the crops 
col­ 
lectively and draw ing on the 
com­ 
m unity warehouse when in need 
of 
food. 


This simple mode of 
life 
existed 
until one of 
the

disastrous 
floods in the history of the early Mis­ 
sissippi swept down from the unex­ 
plored northern country, covering the 
fertile French fields and th reaten in g 
the village to such an e x ten t

the settlers moved to higher ground. 


When the flood subsided the villag­ 
er« dism antled the church and sever­ 
al of the larger 
buildings 
to 
move 
them to the present site of Ste. Gen­ 
evieve, leaving the old tow n to 
the 
m ercy of the river, which gradually 
claimed it. 


Now, after more than 
a century, 
traces of the old site have been dis­ 
covered. 
Reclaimed land w as 
re­ 
cently cleared for cultivation in Big 
Common Fielfl, revealing ram n an ts 
of w hat is believed to have once been 
a pretentious stone structure. Strew n 
about the soil has been found num er­ 
ous relics that plainly indicate 
the 
handiwork of pioneer men and wom­ 
en.

The m atter la still In 
process of being cleared up and actu­ 
al work on the plant will bo delayed 
pending final decision by the 
Su­ 
preme Court of Missouri on the le­ 
gality of the bond election. 
In the 
meantime, however, the bonds were 
issued, and dated June 1, 1W0. They 
have been sold, pending the legality 
of their issue. 
In case they are ac­ 
cepted by potential buyers interest 
on the issue will have to be met, and 
in all probability at least two inter­ 
est payments will be paid out of tax 
assessments. 
In case this does not

Omer declares that stock has been 
disappearing from several farms this 
winter.

young, cattle and calves, which were 
pulled under the ice at watering hol­ 
es by swarms of large pickerel. The 
unusual action of the fish is believed 
to be due to the early freezing 
over

part of the diet of these fish. 
The regular disappearance of the 
animals awakened a suspicion that a 
band of cattle rustlers must be wrork-

attached to its nose. 
The discovery was immediately r e -.

bodies of calves and yearling cattle 
partially devoured were found on the i 
lake bottom near the holes. 
Further 
investigation disclosed that the pick­ 
erel "bulldogged" the 
cattle 
when 
the animals put their noses into th e . 
water to drink. 
Older and heavier j 
cattle were able to pull their attack- j 
er from the water and run to land' 
with them, but younger cattle were 
unable to maintain a foothold on the 
ice and were dragged in and drown­ 
ed.—Sioux City Journal.

While many home owners change 
the linez^of their dwellings primarily 
with the idea of making its appear­ 
ance in keeping with the architectur­ 
al practice of today, others have

running perpendicular to it. 
This 
change in the heighth 
of the

necessitates sifting the ridge slight­

A bay of three windows with slid­ 
ing sash has been placed in the front 
gable. 
The slope of the right plane 
of the roof is now broken by a dorm­ 
er with outswinging casements. 


Below a side entry with

view to the left. The roof lines have 
been extended to form a protection 
over this side-porch and vestibule.

house as completed is decked 
with 
awnings on its sunny side. 
The owner also has set out shrub­ 
bery and flowers. These add consid­ 
erably to the exterior appearance of 
a home and modernization is never 
completed until a certain amount 
of 
landscaping has been done. 


Interior Changes Necessary 
You can imagine the changes that 
have occurred on the inside of this 
house. 
While alterations are in pro­ 
gress the wise home owner is going 
to put in all of the little

Cover crop* snd terrace» will help 
hold a lot of soil in Scott County 
which washe* away each year, state- 
ed A. J. Renner, County Agent. 
Probably the most important fac­ 
tor of an erosion control program is 
the establishing of a good cropping 
system says M. F. Miller, chairman 
of the department of soils of the Mis­ 
souri College of Agriculture. Exper­ 
iments at the Missouri 
Experiment 
Station have shown that a cropping 
system consisting of corn one year, 
small grain one year, and clover one 
year reduces the erosion to approxi­ 
mately one-seventh that 
occurring 
where corn is grown continuously. It 
is the cultivated crops and the per­ 
iods during the year when 
land 
is 
bare that are responsible for most 
of the washing. 
If the land is kept 
in small grain, and especially clovers 
and grass, the erosion is greatly re­ 
duced. 
Naturally the amount of 
erosion 
which takes place is influenced 
by 
the slope. The greater the slope, the 
greater the erosion. This means that 
with an 
increase 
in 
slope 
there 
should be more sod crops and less 
cultivated 
crops 
provided. 
Lands 
which are only slightly rolling may 
have one-half the land in corn, pro­ 
vided sufficient clover is included and 
sufficient crops fed on the lend. On 
the steeper slopes the corn acreage 
must be reduced to one-third, one- 
fourth, one-fifth, or even on the very 
steep slopes com must be eliminated 
entirely end the land kept in grass. 
Fortunately, 
cropping 
systems 
which include clover and grass are 
of value for 
many 
other 
reasons 
than for erosion control. The farm­ 
er who is doing a good job of farm­ 
ing will have enough clover and sod 
crops in his rotation to provide plen­ 
ty of protein feed and supply a good 
amount of nitrogen to his soil. 
At 
the same time erosion will be large­ 
ly eliminated. 
The building of terraces and 
the 
control of gullies will also aid in the 
control of erosion which 
has 
been 
particularly heavy the last few yean 
due So the excessive number of tor­ 
rential rains. 
In 
addition, as land 
gets somewhat 
lower 
in 
fertility 
washing increases which has added 
to our erosion problems. 


The sweet clover you sec growing 
on my farm north of Sikeston 
was 
seeded in land that was limed sev­ 
eral years ago, stated Roy Johnson 
to a reporter last week. 
O. T. Cole­ 
man of the Missouri College of Ag­ 
riculture finds that sour soil 
that is 
to be seeded to 
sweet clover next 
spring should be limed this summer, 
since the best results from 
liming 
are obtained by applying the lime at 
least six months ahead 
of 
seeding 
téme. 
If the land is in corn or soy- 
1 cans it would be better to spread 
the lime over them now than to wait 
until after the crop 
is 
harvested. 
Such an application now would give 
the lime more time to sweeten 
the 
soil for the young clover plants. 
In 
addition, any cultivation of the crop 
after the lime is applied would work 
the lime into the soil more thorough­ 
ly. 
If land is plowed for wheat in July 
or August, and sweet clover is to be 
sown on it next spring, it is best to 
partially work the ground down and 
apply the lime as soon after plowing 
as possible. Lime may be applied to 
soybeans or corn ground after 
the 
crops are harvested but the applica­ 
tion will not be so successful unless 
extremely fine material is used. 
A lime requirement test is neces­ 
sary in order that the amount need­ 
ed to sweeten the soil 
be 
applied. 
County Agent Renner will be glad to 
make these tests for you. Good 10- 
mesh material, testing around 95 per 
cent calcium carbonate, will give the 
maximum results. 
If the 
lime 
is 
plowed under it will not give as good 
results as when it is applied to the 
surface and worked in with a harrow, 
disk, or 
rotary 
hoe. 
This 
comes 
about because lime works down into 
the soil rather than upwards, and if 
it is plowed under 5 to 8 inches deep 
there is usually left a layer of sour 
soil on the surface that will 
prove 
detrimental to 
the 
young 
clover 
plants. 
In Missouri, sweet clover is usual­ 
ly sown in wheat, or with oats in the 
early spring, and an application 
of 
150 to 250 pounds of superphosphate 
or a high grade mixed fertilizer ap­ 
plied at the 
time 
of seeding 
the 
small grain. The larger amounts of 
fertilizer pay the best on the wheat 
crop. 
It is best to 
use 
the 
high 
grade mixed fertiliser on the poorer 
ground and the superphosphate 
on 
the better 
ground. 
Normally, 
the 
fertiliser will pay for 
itself 
when 


Applied to oats, and will pay $2 to $8 
for each dollar invested 
when 
ap­ 
plied to wheat, in addition to helping 
insure a success with the sweet clov­ 
er. 
Wheat will usually be found to 
make the best nurse crop, although 
oats sown at the rate of 3 to 4 pecks 
to the acre and fertilizer serves 
as 
well. 
“My 200 acres of • wheat will be 
harvested this year by my own fam­ 
ily”, says Tom Rodgers of Diehlstadt 
who owns a harvester combine. 
“If 
the weather is right, it won’t 
take 
long to thresh 200 acres 
of 
wheat 
with the 
machine”, 
said 
Rodgers. 
“Last year I cut and 
threshed 
35 
acres in one day, this season I 
ex­ 
pect to do better as I know how to 
operate the 
machine 
much 
easier 
than I did the first year”. 
The beginning 
of 
harvest 
with 
combines is usualy 6 to 10 days af­ 
ter the time the grain is ready to be 
cut with binders says M. M. Jones of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture 
in Bulletin 286, “The Combine Har­ 
vester in Missouri”, just released by 
the College. 
Sometimes the time is 
aa short as three days, and sometim­ 
es as long as two weeks, the period 
depending primarily upon 
weather 
conditions. The rate of ripening 
is 
faster with dry, clear, hot weather. 
It is recommended that combining 
be deferred until the moisture con­ 
tent of the grain is as low as 14 per 
cent, unless there is some means of 
keeping the grain in sacks or in thin 
layers in bins for a few days, or oth­ 
erwise drying the grain. Many grain 
buyers have means for testing the 
grain for moisture. 
Wheat generally can stand without 
damage for two weeks after ripen­ 
ing and sometimes a little longer, de­ 
pending upon the weather and 
the 
weed growth that may be starting up 
through the ripening grain. Farmers 
who have used combines longest are 
most emphatic 
in 
stating that 
it 
pays to wait until the grain is thor­ 
oughly ripe and dry enough before 
starting the combine. 
It is seldom possible to harvest a 
very large crop without some delay 
from rains. 
Combining may not be 
affected so much by the total rainfall 
during the harvest season as by the 
distribution of the 
rains. 
A 
small 
rain followed by clear weather caus­ 
es very 
little delay, 
and a 
heavy 
rain followaA by fair weather 
may 
cause leas'delay than a lighter rain 
followed by cool, cloudy weather. On 


tha other hand, it is generally possi­ 
ble to combine sooner after a heavy 
raia than io thresh frc$n the shock. 
Although there is some increased 
hatard in leaving the grain stand an 
extra week or ten days in the field, it 
appears that this extra 
risk 
has 
been over-emphasized. When there is 
hail damage, it frequently occurs be­ 
fore the grain is ripe enough to cut 
with binders. 
In areas where there 
is danger of hail some combine own­ 
ers carry hail insurance. 
It appears 
that combine method of 
harvesting 
in Missouri is limited more by 
the 
type of farming, acreage of 
small 
grain and seed crops grown on a 
farm, etc., than by weather 
condi­ 
tions. 
Considerable information on 
the 
various sixes of combines, the win-1 
drow system 
of combining, and a 
comparison of combine and thresher j 
costs are contained in Bulletin 286, a j 
copy of which will be mailed free of i 
charge upon application to the Col 
lege.

FIRST SETTLEMENT IN MO. 
NEAR STB. GENEVIEVE 


Ste. 
Genevieve, 
June 
17.—The 
Mississippi river, guardian of many 
an untold chapter of early coloniza­ 
tion history, has revealed one of its 
secrets—the site of what is believed 
to be the first settlement in Missouri 
and the remnants of a few old build­ 
ings. 
Four miles south of Ste. Genevieve 
was the site of the first 
settlement 
which bore this name. It was in Big 
Common Field. 
Here 
from 
about 
1735 to 1785 French settlers under 
the leadership of Francois Valle cul­ 
tivated about 4000 acres of 
fertile 
bottom land, storing the crops 
col­ 
lectively and drawing on the 
com­ 
munity warehouse when in need 
of 
food. 
This simple mode of life existed 
until one of 
the 
most 
disastrous 
floods in the history of the early Mis­ 
sissippi swept down from the unex­ 
plored northern country, covering the 
fertile French fields and threatening 
the village to such an extent 
that 
the settlers moved to higher ground. 
When the flood subsided the villag­ 
ers dismantled the church and sever­ 
al of the larger buildings to move 
them to the present site of Ste. Gen­ 
evieve, leaving the old town to the 
mercy of the river, which gradually 
claimed it. 
Now, after more than 
a century, 
traces of the old site have beea dis­ 
covered. 
Reclaimed land was 
re­ 
cently cleared for cultivation in Big 
Common Field, revealing ronnants 
of what is believed to have once been 
a pretentious stone structure. Strewn 
about the soil has been found numer­ 
ous relics that plainly indicate 
the 
handiwork of pioneer men and wom­ 
en.
